RANCOIS DE NANTES on a Motion 
of Order, called the attention of the 
Council to the murders and aifaflinations 
which every where deluged with blood the 
territory of the Republic. 
He particularly 
iuentioncd the department of 
Vauclufc, 
where four public fudionaries had been af- 
fallinated within a few days. 
He lamented 
that the revolution had io far degenerated 
from the noble principle of its origin, that 
it fecmed to have become the martyrology 
of its authors. 
This drfadiul evil he attri- 
buted iu the firft inftance to the unhappy 
iyilem purfued by Cocbott, in oppofiijg f^^c- 
tion to fa^ion, and in 
checking the 
re- 
a£lion of one party by that of theiir antag- 
oniftsi 
The remedy was to be found only 
in the re-eftabliflmtent of liberty aitd juftice 
to all, refpeil for niisfortHne, protc^\ion to 
the vi6\ims of royalty and inexorable rigour 
to robbers4 
H e concluded with moving, 
that the widows and orphans of affalTinated 
patriots, (hbdld be put on the fame footing 
with thofe of foldiers who fell in battle—i 
Referred to a Committee. 


Cacault 
made a further report on the 
means of executing'the 308th article of the 
Conilitution, relative to the accounts to be 
prefentcd by the different Minifters. 


His prop»fal, was in fubilance, that every 
Miniiler who /hall not have complied with 
that article by the 2!ft December 
next, 
ihould b» puniihed with civic degradation, 
and that the Diredtory fhould be charged to 
ii;form the Legiilative body of the delin- 
quents, as well as the proceedings which 
lhall be taken againft them* 


Brioi contended, that the accounts lliould 
be accompanied with prod's, as at prefcnt 
many of the MittiUers could charge the

This was the only 
means of carrying into execution the articv. 
of the Conllitution which requires the Com- 
milTioners of Accounts to acquaint the Le-

W h a t 1 ex- 
claimed he, ar« all the authorities mute, 
while the public voice is heard from every 
quarter againll the dilapidators ? Thofe 
who have fyilematized the pillage of the 
public trcalurc, calumniate thofe who have 
as yet 
unable tr» procure a hearing to 
their juii ceufure. They entertain the hope 
oferccting a rival power by means of the 
gold which thty have purloined from the 
publie. 
If the man who had not couragc 
enough to expiate by an honourable woiuid 
tloe errors which he committed at the head 
of our armies, dare raife the voice of calum- 
ny againft us, who is there in the Republic 
that will abftaiii from accufing us ? Let us 
prove that we ought not to deviate from the 
line chalked out by the Conftitutioui and 
that we will never hefitate to perform our 
duty ; and let us carry into eifeft the laws 
which refpect the relpoHfibility of Miuil- 
ters, thofe which fecurc the proteClion of 
the national reprefentation, and thofe which 
regard the levying of contrabutions, which 
can never be realiiicd v/hile doubts arc en- 
tertained of the purpofes to wi;ich they are 
to be applied.
